COUNCIL AI^OUNC.S "'RITE CO TEST 

Greenbelt*. Citizens Invited to .inter 
Competition Closing at Midnight, 

May 14th, 1938 

V/ith contest rules adopted by the 
Town Council Monday night, Creenbelt 
citizens are invited to design a suit¬ 
able flag, and town seal, in a com¬ 
munity-wide competition which will 
close at midnight, May 14th, 1938. 

The Council will award $50.00 in 
prizes for the best design submitted. 

Councilman Sherrod East drew up 
the rules of the contest which were 
approved by the Council. 

Rule 1: Prizes to be apportioned as 
follows: 

$2C.0C for the best design for a seal. 
$20.CC for the best design for a flag. 

$ 5.00 consolation nrize for second 
best seal design. 

$ 5.CO consolation prize for second 
best flag design. 

Rule 2: Only residents of Greenbelt 
•are eligible to receive prizes. 

Rule 3: An explanation or interpreta¬ 
tion of not more than 200 words shall 
accompany each design. 

R 1 . le 4: The drawing must be submitted 
on 9” x 12” drawing caper, and the 
interpretation should be attached 
thereto on 9” x 11” typewriter oaper. 

The interpretation must be typed or 
legibly written in ink. 

Rule 5: The Town Council will judge the 
contest, and its decision shall be final. 

Rule 6: The award of a prize in no way 
binds the town to adopt the winning de¬ 
sign as the official seal or flag of 
the town. 

Rule 7: All designs submitted,with 
their interpretations, become the prop¬ 
erty of the town. 

Rule 8: No member of the immediate fam¬ 
ily of a Councilman is eligible to re¬ 
ceive a Prize.

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GREENBELT MANAGEMENT ASKS COOPERATION 
IN STATEMENT OF RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


An important bulletin was issued 
by Roy S. Braden, Town Manager, Satur¬ 
day, March 26, listing various rules 
and regulations which MUST be observed 
if Greenbelt is to b^ assured the utmost 
of "convenience and comfort, health and 
happiness to its citizens”. 

"It is most gratifying to know", stated 
the bulletin, "that no regulations are 
necessary for 90% of our people, and we 
hope that the other l r % will adjust 
themselves to the community life". 

Mr. Braden calls attention to certain 
conditions af oecupancy set forth in 
the leases, and cautions that failure to 
observe those conditions may result in 
"increased management costs, which must 
necessarily be reflected in rents". In 
other words, an infraction of the rules 
of the part of a few residents might 
penalize the entire community. 

The bulletin makes it clear that 
while it is the desire of the manage- 
ir.ent that each citizen enjoy his res¬ 
idence here with as little restriction 
as possible, it none the less feels it 
must call attention to the fact that 
"we must first realize that we are a 
part of community life". 

Some of the items treated in the 
bulletin are: 

A. Flower Gardens - These may be 
planted next to the house, front or 
rear. 

E. New Grass - Soon to be planted. 

(Please keep off.) 

0. Plants - Must not be transplanted 
from surrounding areas. 

D. Contagious and infectious diseases 
Must be reporter to office immediately. 

E. Unreported Incomes - Incomes of 
members of family must be reported to 
office. 

F. . Underpasses - For walking only. 

G. Bicycles - No bicycle riding on 
sidewalks. 

H. Clothes Lines - Clothes and linos 
must be d^wr. after 4 p.m. and cn 
Sundays. 

I. Forest Fires - Utmost care ; must be 
exercised by picnickers to prevent 
forest fires. 

J. Vegetable Gardens - Booklets on 
gardening will be distributed to 
citizens who have applied for gardens.

All who concribute to the paper, in¬ 
cluding assemblers, tvrist.s, mimeo- 
grapher, stencil cutters, and all other 
contributors keep a list of the work 
done and the time taken to do it. This 
list is to be turned in the sixth of 
each month and the share of each con¬ 
tributor determined accordingly. Those 
who produce the most in' the least time 
will, of course, be*given preference in 
assignments. 

At present, during the formative 
period, several members of the staff, 
including the Editor-in-Miief, plan to- 
return their shares; but ultimately 
this policy is to be discouraged, to 
insure an equitable distribution of 
profits. 

The Cooperator feels that this is an 
important step in its evolution toward 
being a paper expressive of community 
activity and community thought. 

Although remuneration for services 
■will probably at first be small, it 
will be equitable, it will be as much 
as the paper can afford, and it will 
grow with the growth of the paper.

LAWS AND FENCES 


In a poem entitled ’’Mending Wall”, 
poet Robert Frost with New England brief¬ 
ness described a New England scene — 
two farmers on opposite sides of the 
stone wall separating their properties, 
restoring stones displaced by a thawing 
soil. Why? Robert Frost answered for 
New England: 

”G od fences make g od neighbors.” 


Perhaps few of our citizens realize 
that Greenbelt’s "fencelessness” has occu¬ 
pied the attention and excited the specu¬ 
lation of housing experts in many parts 
of this country. These experts seek to 
discover the effect of the absence of 
fences not upon cur social relationships, 
tut upon our lawns and shrubs and land¬ 
scape . 

Greenbelt planners have been told by 
authorities that without fences we cannot 
have lawns or shrubs; that without fences 
our homes will be islands in a sea of mud: 
that even the adults, to say nothing of 
the children, would scorn the paths and 
tramp the spark of life from every blade 
cf grass. These authorities agreed that 
fences in themselves would be a decided 
detriment tc Greenbelt landscape, but 
they held that their presence is inevit¬ 
able if tiiere is to be any landscape. 

The town planners disagreed with 
these authorities — though they could 
justify their view only by assuming that 
in a town then unborn, there would be a 
community spirit so strong as to preclude 
•n the part of any citizen a willful or 
thoughtless act prejudicial to the group 
interest. 

The community now is born. We are 
the community. Very soon we shall have 
proved that those who planned this com¬ 
munity were ... shall it be right?.., or 
shall it be wrong? 

Have we sufficiently at heart the 
interests of this community, have we so 
fully absorbed the ideals of its creator, 
to make the preservation and enhancement 
cf its attributes both a rite and a

National advertisers are all agreed 
that wo should buy nationally adv. r- 
tised products, 

I say that in many cases it is un¬ 
wise to do so. 

When wo do do so wo help pay for 
costly advertising, for breathtaking 
prize contests, for fabulous salaries 
of executive officers. 

Wo are wrong to think that the 
greater the demand for a product, the 
cheaper it will be; this is true only 
up to a certain point, especially in the 
case of the small items we buy daily. 

I and a few helpers might put out, 
say, a hundred sacks of flour a day 
cheaper per sack than we cculd put out, 
say, ten. But if raising the output 
to a thousand sacks meant opening an¬ 
other mill, hiring an expensive super- 
viser, and freighting our product long¬ 
er distances — as well as advertising 
nationally — then the cost per sack might 
well be much greater. This is what 
does happen on the national market. 

This may seem to be a dogmatic state¬ 
ment of personal opinion. Indeed an ex¬ 
tended study of the economics involved 
is impossible here. I can only hope to 
suggest that national advertising isn’t 
the public servant it claims to be. I 
can hope that the suggestion will lead 
a few of my readers to question the 
claims being made, and then withdraw 
their names from the long list of those 
now being subtly victimized by catch 
phrases, pretty pictures, and pipe 
dreams. A few may come to ask why they 
should pay, say, fifteen cents for 
twelve highly vaunted aspirin tablets, 
when they cculd for the same price buy 
twice as many of the same qu .lity — both 
being graded U. 3. P. (United States 
Pharmacopoeia). 

If they do so they will stretch 
their incomes by that much, a few 
such stretches equal a raise in salary.

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DR. DODSON ADDRESSES JOURNALISTIC CLUB 


Linden S. Dodson, Ph. D., assistant 
professor of sociology at the University 
of Maryland, and an enthusiastic Grecn- 
beltian, addressed the Journalistic Club 
at its meeting Thursday evening, March 
24. Dr. Dodson chose as his subject, 
"Greenbolt as I s. c it”. 

Dr. Dodson began his talk with kind 
words for the Cooperator, and with a 
list of constructive criticisms. As 
well as a mirror of community activ ties, 
Dr. Dodson saw the Greonbolt newspaper 
a coordinator and builder of activities 
in the community. He mentioned several 
of the social problems the.t arise in a 
community' such as ours, and explained 
that those are but manifestations of 
natural soci :1 development, 

"We have a r -re opportunity in our 
now community to witness social develop¬ 
ments,". said Dr. Dodson. 

"Wo havu soon and shall continue to 
sec the rise and fall of leaders -- cer¬ 
tain evidences of provincialism -- over 
certain anti-social movements, " Dr. Dodson 
wont on to say. "All of those we should 
recognize as natural, however, in the 
process of the development of a com¬ 
munity. They are normal phases of sec* 
ial life." 

In Greonbolt, ho pointed out, one also 
has the opportunity to witness the growth 
of and help contribute to the success of 
a now method of business life — the co¬ 
operatives. 

Dr. Dodson said that there arc many 
areas of association in Greenbolt, citing 
some twenty clubs in addition to other 
interest groups. He touched on tho in- 
tcr-faith groups, and said they wore a 
manifestation of the cooperative idea in 
religion. 

Adult education ir: Greenbolt, the 
doctor made clear, was a subject of groat 
inter*- st to him. He favors the formation 
of small study groups. "It is difficult 
to educate for action in largo groups", 
he explained.

No woman could seriously wish to hav« lived in any epoch of the world’s history 
earlier than this; for, no matter how glorious in general rast epochs may nave 
been, the let. of the ordinary woman was always both ore carious and narrow'. It is 
only a little oven a hundred years since Caroline Norton, mother and writer, dis¬ 
covered to her horror that she had no legal rights whatever either over the chil¬ 
dren she 'ad borne or over the money she earned by her writing. This law assumed 
that a woman’s interest* were sufficiently protected by her parents or her hus¬ 
band. Conservative ’’thinkers” refused to acknowledge the obvious truth that a 
woman might rot only fair to fce protected adequately by h p r "natural" protectors, 
tut ever be deliberately victimised by them, 

.The sensational opisod^s cf the suffragette movement which forced the granting 
of votes to women.in 191B and thereafter, are merely one climax of a hundred years 
cf ceaseless agitation by women f^r equal rights with men. The better education, 
definite legal status and wider opportunities that ve now have were struggled for 
amid jeers, and insults, and were denied even after ability to use them had been 
shown. After Englishwomen were at last remitted to attend lectures and take ex- 
aminations at the universities, they were still debarred from receiving degrees, 
apparently because "the best woman was intellectually the inferior of the worst man". 
It was only after trey had carried off the best prizes, even in mathematics for sever- 
al years that degrees wore granted them, 

jt is useless new to try to estimate how much good has boon lest to the world 
through the deliberately fostered ignorance of women. It is not useless tc point 
out teat wo take th* gains which were wrung out so hardly far tor much for grant¬ 
ed. Net only are certain phases of life still closed unjustly to women, and others 
only theoretically open te them on equal terms with men; but also women are in 
danger of losing the ground already wen. Their rights tc anything beyond kitchen, 
church and children ho. y vanished already in Italy and Germany, and they have boon 
seriously undermined even in this country; discrimination against married women 
in business is only cno of the most infamous instances of this. As at. all times, 
women’s worst enemies arc in their own ranks; among those who "don’t care - 
they’ve never had any trouble about their rights"; and among these who by some 
strange perversion of thought, think it fitting that a woman should bo nothing 
mere than a combination cf brood mare and general servant. 

The wid.r view cf women’s capabilities docs not mean that all should have a 
"career" or a university education; it means that all should be as free as men 
to fashion their lives. It means also that those who ahoose the business of 
homo-making should not become so engrossed in it that they leave the. general life 
of thu community to the management of men. If they do so a time will surely come 
again when they will be forbidden to take part in anything but homemaking. The 
majority of our activities arc neither male nor female -but human. Cur world will 
to badly run until each phase of life is conducted by those K st fitted for it by 
character, ability and training, - regardless cf age, politics, race, religion or 
sox.

The news that the Or cnbclt Drug¬ 
store is soon to open brings up many 
serious questions. The drug store in 
Groenbelt will bo run (wc hope) on an 
entirely different basis from the aver- 
ago drug store around the corner. The 
clerk behind the drug countsr in the 
store around tho corner particularly 
in the chain drug stores is little con¬ 
cerned with the benefit of tho custom¬ 
er.

It is 
important for women consum rs to know 
WHAT their favorite powd.r or lip¬ 
stick contains. It would also be in¬ 
teresting to learn that some of the 
most expensive face powders cost only 
10 or 15 cents to put up; that cold 
creams and hand lotions cun be pre¬ 
pared at home, easily and cheaply; 
that no soap or cold cream can con¬ 
vert our skin to the ’’school girl 
complexion”; that nail polish remover 
may be bought in bulk — Lv "t fraction 

of the price of the commercial remov¬ 
er. 

It will probably bo a startling 
revelation tc Mrs. Gullible that some 
shampoos contain nothing but colored, 
slightly perfumed soap-suds; ’’womens 
medicines” contain mixture of inef¬ 
fective and harmless ingredients.
